A million dollar building will be 


built in Madison, according to m-' 
formation receved by Postmaster 
Devne. The site cost $336,448. The 
appropriation was ?560,000. 


Construction will'be of granite 


similar to that used in the state 
capitol. Adoption of'the proposed 
zoning ordinance will not hamper 
the building as the site is large 
enough to.permit spreading out in- 
stead of building high. 
The site 


ias a frantage of 264 feet on 
Mo- 


nona ave. with a depth of 330 feet 
The btrilding when completed will 
3e set back from the street, with 
a wide stairway terrace approach. 
A park will surround the building. 


"This site is one of the most val- 


iable in the city and the building 
can he-used, as it is with little 
change being- made to the interior." 
Mr. Devine said. "As a city hall 
its general plan at present would 
be suitable.; 
The council rooms 


could be 'in the present 
federal 


court room with offices o nthe sec- 
ond floor and the.collection depart- 
ments and business- offices could be 
on the first floor."

There are now 13,148 persons in 
state and county institutions, an in- 
crease of 608 over the number at 
this time last year. 


\Visconsin penal institutions held 


1,223 prisoners on Juno 1 compared, 
to 1,080 on June 1 of 1821. 
There 


were 1,-tSl inmates in state insane 


asylums, an increase of 57 over.last 
year, while county institutions held 
7,035, an increase of 87 over June, 
1921. 
The number of feeble mind- 


ed increased from 1,156 
in June, 


1921, to 1,194 in June of this year. 
State institutions held 190 tuber- 
cular and county institutions 797, an 
increase of 132 over the number at 
this time last year.. 


There are 3,168 inmates of state 


and county institutions on parole, a 
decrease of 386 over-last year.

Beat yolks of eggs, 
stir in the 'rice and batter, mix 
with milk and flour (into which 
has been sifted two teaspoons bak- 
ing powder) to'make a thin batter.

The sum of 
$125,000 will be asked of the people of 
Madison and Dane county,
